A varied range, generally w, arm in tone, including buffs, tans and graded browns. Subject to variation 

in proportion for desired effect. Favored for school, church and public building design. 
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FORESTBLEND RANGE 500 

A buff range in Forestblend texture including browns, greens, buffs and orange polychromes. A 

number of variations are optional by changing the color proportions. A brick well adapted to general 

use in apartment, school and residence construction. 
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FORESTBLEND RANGE 455F— Sycamore Barks 

A hutF range including gray-greens, butFs, toasted browns, salmons and salmon-green polychromes. 

Most suitable for Spanish and Mediterranean Architectural treatments. 




FINZER SHADE 380 

A uniform shade of golden buff in smooth face. A slight range is possible by the addition of lighter 

or darker brick in the proportions desired. In specifying the range, the shade No. 381 is used. This 

shade has been very popular where a warmer tone than ivory was desired. 
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FINZER RANGE 393 AND 394 

A beautiful range which includes ash grays, ash greens, orange-green polychromes and a sprinkling of 

browns. These, however, may be eliminated if desired. 




FINZER RANGE 385 
A smooth-faced range of a general tan tone including browns, grays, olives and a proportion of fire- 
flashed brick tending toward polychrome. This range shows a slight sprinkling of ironspots. A 
unique feature of this brick is its adaptability to either outside or interior work.

FORESTBLEND SHADE 455 FULL RANGE 
A blending of reds, browns, blues, tangerines, greens and polychromes representing the shades and 
tints of the autumn torest. Unlimited changes in blending are possible by varying the proportions 
of the several colors at no additional cost. This range has proven very popular in residence and 

school work. 




FORESTBLEND RANGE AC AND 445 

Includes blues, browns, reds, greens and polychromes. It differs from the Forestblend Full Range in 

the absence of tangerines and the addition of a greater proportion of blues and greens. This tends to 

create a darker tone. This range has proven very popular for all types of structures. 
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FINZER SHADE 60 

A uniform shade of smooth warm gray displaying an even sprinkling of minute manganese spots over 

the entire surface, A splendid selection for institutions and public buildings. 




FINZER SHADE 330 
A uniform shade of ivory in smooth face. This shade is also furnished in courts. It shows by test 
S5' ( light reflections with a water absorption of approximately 5% in accordance with Ohio State 
University experimental tests. Specified by architects largely for commercial buildings and large 

structures. 
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FORESTBLEND ORIENTALS 

Appropriately named Oriental, this range combines primitive tones of red, orange, brown, purple and 

blue into a striking, colorful treatment for residences and small buildings. 




FORESTBLEND RANGE 456 
A striking range consisting of daring contrasts; blues, reds, purples, tangerines, gray-greens, red 
hearts, gunrr.etals and polychromes are skillfully intermingled in most pleasing effect. Suitable only 

for smaller surfaces. 
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FINZER SHADE 75 

Uniform shade of manganese smooth faced showing a fine sprinkling of ironspots. Shades of lighter or 

darker grays in uniform or varied ranges are available. The size of the specks is variable if desired. 

This shade affords a splendid match for stone. 
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FORESTBLEND SHADE 4CX) 
Consists of manganese grays, rough matt texture, in uniform shade. If a varied range is desired it can 
be readily accomplished by the addition of lighter or darker grays. Shade 400 is particularly adaptable 
to church, library and theological work.

A colorful range consisting of oranges and greens in various shades, ash grays and orange-green
